From Puente west to the San Ga­ 
briel river; from 'Puente east to Wal­ 
nut; from Puente north three miles 
and south three miles, is a territory

Company, one of the largest concerns 
in the San Gabriel valley. The big 
machine is seen any day among the 
walnut 
groves, delivering 
anything 
from a sack of grain to a packet of 
needles, and the six square miles it 
covers is one of the biggest sweeps! 
taken by any of the general merchan­ 
dising companies in this portion of 
the state. 


W. E. Newton, who is secretary and 
manager of this concern, says that it 
would be a difficult problem to handle 
the business of the concern 1f the 
company had to go back to the use 
of horse-drawn vehicles. The machine 
makes one trip every day, loaded to 
the guards with provisions for the 
rancher, his family and the animals 
of his ranch. This is followed by a 
smaller automobile, that delivers the 
amaller packages of groceries and 
takes orders.* All the great stretch of 
new walnut country that is JuBt now 
harvesting 'the English walnuts is 
served every day by this company. 


/While the output,, of general mer- 
chadise is a business-that amounts to 
over $80,000 a year, Secretary Newton 
says that this.is but one phase of the 
business. 
The 
warehouse 
business 
amounts to close to $100,000 a year, in 
the handling on brokerage of lima 
. lDeans, black-eye beans, tomatoes, hay, 
grain, potatoes, and other products. 
This concern operates a bean-cleaner 
at the warehouse, where about a doz­ 
en women and three men have been 
at work steadily for two months. 
"About eighty per cent of the bean 
crop has already gjone through the 
warehouse of the Puente Mercantile 
Company, and indications are that the 
season is nearly at an end. Secretary 
Newton says that the bean crop will 
bring the ranchers over $30,000. 


The president of the Puente Mercan­ 
tile. Company is George B. Cross; W. 
E. Newton, secretary; and the direct­ 
ors are O. H. Morgan, W. E. Newton,

The contract for the^ construction of 
the road has been let to Don' Lang- 
stall, a Whittler contractor, and he 
estimates that he will consume be­ 
tween three and four months in com­ 
pleting the highway, the estimated 
cost of which is $20,000.

Contractor Plows Up 


Blackeye Bean Crop 


Makes 40,000 Bags 


Beans are being shipped out ' of 
Southern California at the rate of 
seventy carloads per day, and early 
estimates indicate that the crop will 
surpass all expectations. 
That 
last 
year's crop will be exceeded, bean 
growers and merchants claim, is prac­ 
tically assured. 


H. E. Woolner, vice president of the 
Newmark Grain Company, one of the 
largest handlers of beans in the south­ 
land, estimates that the lima bean 
crop will total' more than 1,125,000 
bags, or 22&6 carloads. The profit to 
the growers and the merchants this 
year, he stated, would be much greater 
than last year. 


Reports show that the market in 
the East is much better this year than 
last, and that the demand is normal. 
Mr. Woolner explained that the de­ 
mand in the bean market has never 
increased as in other 
commodities, 
and that past figures Bhow that the 
consumption from year to year re­ 
mains about the same. 


Southern California 
produces 
the 
greater part of the lima beans con­ 
sumed by the nation, it is said. 


There has been a 15 per cent in­ 
crease in the lima bean acreage over 
last year, estimates Mr. Woolner. He 
attributes this to the low price paid 
last year for the blackeye beans. Dur­ 
ing the season of 1912 tho low price 


of $3 to $3.25 per 100 pounds was paid 
for blackeyes, while llmas brought 


Work began Monday morning on 
the lateral boulevard that is to con­ 
nect Puente with the Covina boule­ 
vard in the interior of tho valley.

THE WIDER VISION. 


Whatever the citizens of the valley may do about the extension 
of the lines of the city of Covina, it may be stated with a certainty 
that the Argus will extend its own lines, and to whatever point that 
offers reciprocal prosperity to the valley and to the newspaper.. This 
is certain. 


A line drawn to encompass a square mile of territory in the San 
Gabriel valley does not mean that the people on the outside of the 
territory are to be ignored, or that they are less important, or that 
they, because they live outside such lines, are a different and hostile 
tribe of people. We are not Jiving in a stockade. 


When the newspaper is obliged to confine itself to the incorporate 
limits of a community, whose name the newspaper bears, it will then 
be time to confine the grocery concerns to that incorporate limit, to 
forbid the department stores to trade and barter with those who live 
outside the imaginary lines; to fine or imprison any merchant who 
takes money from any person who is discovered to be a resident of 
another community. 


The Argus is reaching out to all the communities that'surround 
the mile-square within which the newspaper is printed. It is reaching 
after news and business, and getting both. Baldwin Park, a com­ 
munity in the valley several miles from the Covina city limits, is 
working steadily with the Argus, and getting good results. Puente, 
another thriving community, is glad to enter into reciprocal exploita­ 
tion and advertising. The territory that lies between Covina and 
these towns nalmed is all covered for news and business by this news­ 
paper. Pomona is a sister city of Covina, engaged in the same kind 
of business, having almost everything in common with Covina. Azusa 
and Glendora are thriving cities so close to Covina that the delivery 
teams of tradesmen in the three places lap over each other every day, 
and the telephone systems interlock, and the ranchers choose of their 
own choosing where they shall prorate their products. The tribes of 
Israel could not withstand the united foe if they remained individual 
tribes. 


It is said that the California orange rancher leads the agricultural 
world in his system of cooperative marketing. Operation began when 
the first human being was created. Cooperation began when one 
more human being was added. Incorporate lines are imaginary lines. 
They are made for the convenience of conducting the smaller busi­ 
nesses of communities, not for the welfare and for the progress and 
for the growth of the territory as a whole. A community spirit which 
is all "boost" for one little incorporation is a petty spirit that fails 
in its own selfishness; does not succeed because it does not deserve to 
succeed. 


We have heard occasional and puerile talk about a newspaper 
being derelict in its duty to a community if it is not intensely partisan 
to the community, to the exclusion of every person and every thing 
that lies outside the district of municipal taxation 
The newspaper 


is supposed to metaphorically draw a line in the dirt and dare anyone 
to spit over it. In the minds of some, there remains primitive a feel­ 
ing that rocks should be thrown at anyone who dares pass by their 
cave; in the minds of some the city is still in the stockade class, with 
the woods filled with savages. 


As a matter of fact, in our own case, there is not a single difference 
between the people, the aims, the pursuits, the desires and the future 
of the whole valley that is worthy of being discussed in the spirit of 
olique or pique. 


It would be a very modest grocery store that would be operated 
in Covina, if a jail sentence were imposed for selling outside the city. 
A newspaper, confined to a revenue wholly from the few streets and 
avenues of a proscribed incorporation in this valley, would not only 
starve its owner, but it would reflect discredit on the proscribed in­ 
corporation. It would be a thing for contempt, and so would be the 
oity. Newspapers in small communities that try it, disappear like the 
weakling babe that clings to an empty breast. 


Pomona is a big and thriving city. We are invited over there 
next Thursday for a day of carnival and music. Let's go. Baldwin 
Park is doing some progressive things. Let's watch that place with 
friendly and helpful interest. Puente is making money and thriving 
Let's see if there isn't something over there that will bear inquiring 
into. Azusa and Glendora are as wide-awake as we are. Let's find 
out what they are doing. And let's read the home paper with the 
knowledge that it extends more than a mile from any given point.
